Insurance Policy for Jockeys; 
A Notion About the Futurity 


New YorK 

It was reported here a few weeks ago 
that it took several attempts to fix a race 
at Saratoga, when an attempt to repro- 
duce the 1919 Sanford Stakes was balked 
once or twice because the wrong horse 
kept winning.

For a good many years various at- 
tempts were made to provide insurance 
for jockeys, none of them remarkably suc- 
cessful, because insurance against all 
mishaps involved a premium which was 
out of reach, and because there isn’t any 
way to take out insurance against being 
just plain broke. The jockeys do have 
some sort of insurance, but it doesn’t 
cover everything, and the fund of the 
Guild supplements it as necessary. Also, 
it provides for loans to members, without 
much anticipation of getting these loans 
back. So in the long run the jockeys have 
got their insurance by handling it them- 
selves, which is after all the best way. 
They've excellent) co-operation from 
racing people, as the capacity attendance 
at the dinners indicates, and in a good 
many cases when a rider has been in- 
jured and needs assistance, the Guild 
funds have been supplemented by dona- 
tions from race tracks and in some cases 
by private individuals. 

On the non-serious side, which was up- 
permost at the dinner, you have not real- 
ized the extent to which entertainment can 
go until you have seen Herb Lindberg in 
a strip-tease act, or a chorus containing 
Pete Anderson. And, as feminine imper- 
sonators, Ted Atkinson and Eddie Arcaro 
brought back, to persons with bad memo- 
ries, the days of Julian Eltinge.

Many of the forms of statistics affect- 
ing the racing and breeding of Thorough- 
breds are designed as if they had been in- 
tended primarily to put blinkers on the 
breeder, to obstruct his vision, to cover up 
more than they reveal. This was not the 
real purpose, of course, but it is the effect 
nevertheless. 

Especially confusing to the breeders of 
all countries are the so-called broodmare 
sire statistics. They present massive to- 
tals of earnings without indicating how 
many horses entered into competition to 
accumulate these totals. Thus the breeder 
is faced with the same problem as a 
baseball statistician would have if he were 
given the number of hits a player had 
made and were asked to compute the bat- 
ling average from this one figure. 

Now, it seems to me that broodmare 
sire figures are more or less an illusion 
in the first place. The sire of the dam of 
a race horse is one of six ancestors in the 
first two generations of the pedigree, and 
it seems most unlikely that he is respon- 
sible for as much as one-sixth of the 
horse’s genetic make-up, since the two 
parents will always be the most important 
factors to consider. Nearly all the high 
reputations as broodmare sires are owing 
to the fact that the sires were mated with 
large numbers of good mares, and the 
female progeny in turn were mated with 
good sires. It seems to me that, in choos- 
ing a broodmare prospect, her sire offers 
a clue of only moderate value as to her 
probable success as a producer. 

However, in this hazardous game of 
selecting breeding stock we must take 
whatever clues are available. There is 
no doubt that the daughters of some stal- 
lions make better broodmares than the 
daughters of other stallions, on the aver- 
age. So, if for no other reason than that 
reputation itself has a marketable value, 
it is advisable to consider broodmares ac- 
cording to the reputations of their sires. 

But in considering these reputations, 
it seems inadvisable to make selections 
simply on the basis of gross totals. By 
the time a sire has enough daughters in 
production to put him among the leaders 
his reputation is already made. and prices 
are correspondingly high. It would be 
well if we would take a careful look at 
the daughters of young sires, and sires 
represented by only a few mares, before 
the market has hit the ceiling. 


Top Broodmare Sires of 1949 
Ranked by Average Earnings 


THE METHOD. In order to understand 
the significance of a money total, it seems 
necessary to understand first how many 
horses had to be put into competition to 
achieve it. In 1949 the average amount 
of money per starter in North America 
was $2,420. Using this as a standard, one 
horse should win $2,420, ten horses should 
win $24,200, and a hundred horses should 
win $242,000. In estimating the perfor- 
mance of any group of runners, the size 
of the group is quite as important as the 
size of the total earnings. 

Using this standard, the broodmare 
sires represented in 1949 have been re- 
ranked in the adjoining tabulation. It 
shows first the number of mares by each 
sire and the number of their offspring 
which raced during the year. The next 
column shows the number which earned 
at least the average, $2,420, during the 
year. This seems a much more important 
item than the number of winners. The 
next column shows how many earned at 
least four times the average. This is the 
approximate line which separates the gen- 


uinely good runners from the others. 


The actual earnings are then given, in 
dollars. For the following column, some- 
what clumsily called the “adjustment,” 
the earnings are divided by the year’s 
average, $2,420; the result of this calcu- 
lation shows how many times the expected 
earnings of one horse the actual earnings 
were. For instance, the offspring of the 
daughters of *Blenheim 2nd earned as 
much as would have been expected of 385 
horses at the average rate of $2,420 each. 


But actually there were only 81 starters 
which claimed *Blenheim 2nd as_ their 
maternal grandsire. If the 385 (plus a 
fraction) is divided by 81 (the number of 
starters), it is seen that this group earned 
4.75 times its mathematical expectation. 
The 4.75 is the index, which represents 
the proportion of success to opportunity. 


If the 81 representatives of *Blenheim 
2nd broodmares had earned the general 
average of $2,420 each, their total would 
have been $196,020. They earned 4.75 
times as much as this “expected” total. 


WEIGHT OF NUMBERS. It will be

With sev- 
eral 2-year-old stakes still to be decided, it is pos- 
sible the Widener colt may surpass Top Flights 
record of $219,000. Two good races will do it. 

Winning the Belmont Futurity was nothing new 
to Mr. Widener, but he had gotten out of the 
habit since his father-son combination in 1923 and 
1930. His St. James won in 1923, and St. James’ 
son, Jamestown, also owned by Mr. Widener, won 
in 1930. The race also marked the third success- 
ful Futurity ride for Eddie Arearo, who rode Our 
Boots in 1940 and First Flight in 1946. 

Before winning the Futurity, which is America’s 
richest Battlefield accounted 
for victories in many of the country’s leading juv- 
enile races. He started his career in Florida, win- 
ning the Hialeah Park Juvenile Stakes, and after 
coming north for spring and summer racing, he 
won the Youthful, Tremont, Sapling, Saratoga 
Special, and Hopeful Stakes. He has been beaten 
only three times in 13 starts, and has never fin- 
ished farther back than third. Liberty Rab beat 
him in the Belmont Juvenile Stakes; Silver Wings 
defeated him in the Great American Stakes, and 
he was third behind Nullify and Iliad in the 
East View Stakes. 

In view of his excellent record, Battlefield went 
to the post as odds-on favorite to win the 6%4- 
furlong Futurity, which is run down the Widener 
course. The son of War Relic got away well, but 
so did the others, including I. J. Collins’ speedy

Arlington-Washington Park 


Stakes Bigger 


Since the beginning of his association 
with the management of Arlington and 
Washington Parks. Ben F. Lindheimer has 
kept a sharp eye on their relative position 
vis-a-vis their principal rivals in summer 
racing—the New York tracks. In the com- 
petition for the comparatively limited num- 
ber of high-class horses available, the Chi- 
cago courses do not have the advantage 
of the traditions of Saratoga and Belmont 
Park. for example. Nor do they have as 
large a group of potential race-goers to 
draw upon (Greater Chicago—4.449.000 
people. Greater New York—11.690.000). 

3ut Mr. Lindheimer, the executive di- 
rector of Arlington and Washington Parks, 
has been greatly instrumental in raising 
Chicago racing to a high plane, and the 
two-track circuit has been able to offer 
purses large enough to attract some very 
good stables. In daily average purse dis-

tribution the tracks have ranked among 
the first half-dozen or so, and they have 
been quick to increase the value of their 
principal races when business justified. 
maintaining at the same time a reasonably 
comparable minimum. purse. 

A few days ago Mr. Lindheimer an- 
nounced plans for the Arlington-Washing- 
ton stakes for 1951. Whatever other 
track executives might think of next year’s 
business, it was apparent that the Chi- 
cagoan was bullish on the sport: the Ar- 
lington Handicap and the Washington 
Park Handicap each will guarantee $100.- 
000 to the winner, the Arlington Matron 
Handicap was raised to $50.000 added. 
and the two grass features. the Stars and 
Stripes and the Meadowland Handicaps, 
were raised to $50,000 added.

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OBITUARY 


Mrs. F. A. Clark 
Dies in New York 


Mrs. Stokes Clark, interna- 
tionally known horsewoman, and wife of 
F. Ambrose Clark, died as the result of 
a heart attack on October 2. at her home 
in New York. Although Mrs. Clark was 
principally

interested in steeplechasing 
earlier in life, in recent years she turned 
more to flat racing. Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
operated separate racing stables, under 
different trainers, The Clarks agreed on 
racing as a sport, but Mrs. Clark was 
interested enough in horses to insist on 
personally supervising her own runners. 


A climax to her career as a steeplechase 
owner came in 1933 when her Kellsboro 
Jack won the Grand National at Aintree. 
She had entered horses in the race be- 
fore, but had never been successful. Be- 
fore then, only two other American-owned 
horses had been able to win the impor- 
tant English steeplechase. Stephen San- 
ford’s Sergeant Murphy won it in 1923, 
and A. C. Schwartz’s Jack Horner was 
the victor in 1926. When he won the Eng- 
lish classic, Kellsboro Jack was a 7-year- 
old gelding by Jackdaw—Kellsboro Lass, 
by Oppressor. He was bought in England 
as a 2-year-old, by Mr. Clark, and later 
given to Mrs, Clark, the story goes, be- 
cause Mr. Clark’s trainer had informed 
him that he was the unluckiest owner he 
had ever worked for. To avoid the bad 
luck generally associated with a gift horse. 
a sale was effected. whereby Mrs. Clark 
paid £1 for her Grand National winner. 


In America, Mrs. Clark was a member 
of many racing associations, and was one 
of the few women members of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 
Three times, her stable topped the list 
of leading American steeplechase horse 
owners, from the standpoint of money 
won. Her horses headed the list in 1942, 
1944, and 1946, and in those years in- 
cluded the stakes-winning jumpers, In- 
vader, Lovely Night, Royal Archer, *The 
Beak, Blue Funk, *Boojum 2nd, Chesa- 
peake, Raylywn, and Hidalgo. 


In the past few years, Mrs. Clark had 
been principally engaged in flat-racing. In 
1948, she paid $106.000 for the 2-year-old 
Gelding Algasir. from the dispersal of the 
racing stable of the late A, C. Ernst.

The Outlook for Research, 


Some Points of Departure 


For a good many years, the Department 
of Animal Pathology at the Kentucky Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Station has been one 
of the leading research organizations in 
veterinary medicine. 

In the last few years particularly, be- 
cause of new laboratory facilities and an 
expanded staff, including some young and 
aggressive scientists, very good results 
have been produced at the Lexington 
establishment. Other universities and pri- 
vate laboratories also have devoted time 
and money to veterinary research, to the 
benefit of various farm animals. 

But even considering some excellent re- 
sults at Kentucky and elsewhere, “the cur- 
rent status of veterinary research is from 
30 to 50 years behind research in human 
medicine, especially along the lines of 
virus diseases.” according to Dr. Karl R. 
Reinhard, a new member of the staff at 
the Kentucky laboratory. 

Dr. Reinhard has a doctorate in veteri- 
nary medicine from Cornell University, and 
not long ago he received a doctorate of 
philosophy in bacteriology at the same in- 
stitution. He recently joined the Kentucky 
staff as a successor to Dr. D. W. Bruner, 
who now is at Cornell. 

In an address to the Thoroughbred Farm 
Managers’ Club at the Lafayette Hotel, 
Lexington. on the night of October 2. Dr. 
Reinhard reviewed the present status of 
veterinary research, and outlined some 
conditions for future investigative pro- 
grams affecting horses and other farm 
animals. 

In the 1930’s. he observed. attendance 
at veterinary colleges was at a low ebb. 
and there was a considerable shortage of 
veterinarians in the field. As a_ result, 
most graduates of veterinary schools took 
up general practice, as being more re- 
munerative than research, and there has 
heen a lack of scientific investigation. 
There also has been a shortage of money 
for veterinary research with the conse- 
quence that the study of animal diseases 
has lagged considerably. 

“But lately.” Dr. Reinhard told the 
horsemen. “there has been an increased 
interest in veterinary research. For one 
thing. state and federal money has become 
available. For another. investment capital 
has become interested in the animal popu- 
lation, and these people realize that the 
fewer animals lost through disease, the 


better their investment is secured. Lovers 
of horses and dogs also are supplying 
money.” The Keeneland and Grayson 
Foundations are examples of groups sup- 
plying money for research in horse dis- 
seases, the speaker said, and Cornell Uni- 
versity has opened a research laboratory 
for studying the diseases of dogs. 
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“Brains in research is just part of the 
requirement,” Dr. Reinhard continued. 
“You also must have skilled technique and 
the proper apparatus.” As an example of 
the cost of research, he cited the expense 
in connection with a year’s study of bo- 
vine leptospiresis, which he conducted at 
Cornell, at a cost of approximately $9,550, 
“If the University of Kentucky wanted to 
establish a virus research laboratory for 
the screening of horse, cattle. and sheep 
virus, from 100 to 200 acres of land would 
be needed. at a cost depending on the lo- 
cation selected. Then we would need 
laboratories and an isolation building for 
rearing and keeping the animals, at a 


probable cost of $250,000. And in addi-

A mechanical method of trimming the feet of horses has been devised by

Dear Boss: 


We have just weaned our second group 
of foals. The early foals, those born dur- 
ing February and March, were weaned 
about two weeks ago. At this same time 
a few foals, not this old. that were con- 
signed to the fall sales. were also weaned. 
We still have a third batch to wean later 
this month. The third group will be the 
May and June foals. 

It is unfortunate that you have never 
T think you 
would enjoy watching the process. At 


been here at weaning time. 


this time, one is forced to form some opin- 
ion of the foal. I doubt if there is any cor- 
relation between the foal’s calm accept- 
ance of being weaned and his racing class. 
but I do believe that those foals that ac- 
cept weaning easily are horses which will 
train easily. 
thought. 


SEPARATION. Our back barn is about 
a mile from our yearling barn. It so hap- 
pened that the foals in the group we wean- 
ed first were all in this barn. The day we 
weaned we led the mares and foals from 
the back barn to the yearling barn where 
the foals were left. The mares were led 
back to their own barn uttering cries of 
protest most of the way. But once in their 
regular stalls, they quickly settled down. 

This barn is rather isolated and it is 
possible for us to keep it free of any sort 
of activity other than haying off and keep- 
ing the mares supplied with water. We 
do not feed for about ten days to two 
weeks after weaning. 


T may be very wrong in this 


The mares are kept 
in. usually two days. and then turned out. 
If they are far enough away from the 
weanlings. everything will proceed smooth- 
ly. If they can hear the weanlings. how- 
ever, some of the more maternal or more 


excitable mares will take longer to forget 
their foals. Also. if there is much activity 
around the barn, it will take them longer 
to quiet down. 


The same is true with the weanlings. 
They will be much quicker to calm down 
if they do not hear their dams. They also 
become easily excited with any or all ac- 
tivity around their barn. Usually. two days 
in the yearling barn will be sufficient. 
Sometimes they are kept in for three days. 
By then, there is no reason for not turning 
them out together. 


COMPANY. Several seasons. including 
this year. I have been able to wean some 
foals by placing several of them in an 
open shed with the gates closed on the 
opening. T have noticed that several wean- 
lings. when put together. will quiet down 
much quicker than they will when each is 
placed in a stall. Occasionally you will 
find a weanling that  stallwalks. 
times placing him in a stall that is con- 
nected with an adjoining stall by a win- 
dow will quiet him down. Sometimes this 
connecting window is not adequate. We 
then usually close up the front of the stall 
so that the weanling causing the trouble 
cannot see anything at all 
neighbor.

They will run quite a 
bit to start with. but will quickly quiet 
down. We always send the truck through 
the field just before turning the weanlings 
out. It is surprising the number of dead 
limbs that will fall in even a short time 
and these can cause injury. Several vears 
ago we had a foal step on one end of an

manner the weanling ran the stick into his 
stomach. He died within several hours. 
We had gone over the field for refuse but 
this one thing had escaped our attention. 
This failure cost us a very nice colt, 


old. curved. split tobacco stick. 


One or two things should be mentioned 
here: feed buckets and water troughs are 
taken out of the stalls just before the 
weanlings are separated from the mares. 
They will run into them if they are not 
removed. Stall windows should be shut. 
as foals have been known to try te go 
through them. Stalls with bars on them. 
into the aisleway. should never be left un- 
attended. Oceasionally a foal will rare 
up and put his foot through the bars. I 
also think that hayracks should be filled 
solidly with hay to prevent this same mis- 
hap.

tion a yearly budget of from $100,000 to 
$200.000.” 

To illustrate how an individual farmer 
can lose money through animal disease. 
Dr. Reinhard cited the case of a man of 
his acquaintance who lost about $4,250 in 
a year from bovine leptospirosis in a small 
herd of grade dairy cattle. “He lost about 
$350 on each cow. If he had horses in- 
stead of cows. his loss in a similar situa- 
tion might have been much greater.” 

The type of research needed in the ani- 
mal industry is a fundamental understand- 
ing of infectious animal diseases. not just 
a random testing of drugs. the speaker 
continued, 

“What is involved in an understanding 
of disease? Well. for one thing we need 
to know the causative agent. We also need 
to know the symptoms of the disease. and 
we need to know the physiological condi- 
tions caused by the disease. 

“If we are certain of the agent. there is 
a possibility of developing a means of im- 
munization. If we know the symptoms, we 
can set the disease apart for treatment. Tf 
we know what changes a disease causes in 
an animal. we possibly can figure out a 
treatment. Research can begin at any 
one of these points of departure.” 

As an instance of a research program af- 
fecting horses. Dr. Reinhard discussed ar- 
thritic foals. which the University of Ken- 
tucky hopes to study. “Here we have a dis- 
ease. and we know the symptoms. We also 
know some of the physiological changes 
bony growths. deep erosions in the carti- 
lage. increased fluid. broken pieces of car-

Some remarkable recoveries have been 
made as a result of hormone injections. 
Interest in this method of approach toward 
arthritis in horses was stimulated by an 
alert veterinarian at Lexington, who has 
tried hormone therapy with horses. 


“If we were to continue this investiga- 
tion, we might proceed something like 
this: we would try to develop some tests 
to see if the adrenals are working in speci- 
fic We would use normal and 
arthritic foals. As another step. we would 
study the adrenals of arthritic foals which 
died or were destroyed. As an empirical 
step. if we ever assembled a large num- 
ber of arthritic foals at one time, or 
over a period of time. we could use hor- 
mones on some of them to see what 
happened. 


horses. 


“This method applies to other diseases 
besides arthritis. And there is no way of 
telling what the outcome of a given line 
of research may be. For instance, it might 
turn out that arthritis has a nutrional 
foundation, or it may be that there is an 
infectious agent affecting the adrenals. 


“Another example concerns leptospiros- 
is. which causes a severe disease in cattle, 
degs. and horses. though we cannot say 
that it has been detected clinically as yet 
among horses in the United States. Tt 
produces a disease of the liver, resulting 
in a decrease of red blood cells. True 
liver disease in horses is a rare thing, but 
some researchers are of the opinion that 
leptospirosis is associated with periodic 
ophthalmia in horses. So far. periodic 
ophthalmia is not known to be a result of 
leptospirosis. but agents like leptospirosis 
have heen found in horses. 

“An important factor in the success of 
research in animal diseases lies in the co- 
operation between men in the field and 
men in the laboratory. If we are to suc- 
cessfully investigate horse diseases, it is 


best to study an animal before it dies, or 
before the disease is far advanced. Some- 
times a disease is autocatalytic—it snow- 
balls—and under those conditions it may 
be impossible for us to find the causative 
agent, If an animal dies before it can be 
brought to the laboratory it should be 
brought in as soon as possible after death, 
because any considerable delay may make 
it dificult to detect the cause. Degenera- 
tion of the tissues sets in after death, and 
pretty soon the whole mass is rotten and 
we can’t do much about diagnosing the 
cause, 

“Most of all, we require a frank, open, 
understanding attitude among all the peo- 
ple involved, and a regard for each other's 
problems.”

50 Below Is Too Cold 


Lucien Maynard does not consider a 
temperature of 10 degrees below zero too 
cold for training horses. but he absolutely 
will not attempt it at 50 below. 

Mr. Maynard, attorney general for the 
Province of Alberta, Canada, and a Thor- 
oughbred breeder and owner of a racing 
stable, says horsemen in Kentucky, Calli- 
fornia, and other states truly will appreci- 
ate their winter foaling and training ad- 
vantages if they pay him a visit in Alberta 
early in the spring. 

The Canadian attorney general discussed 
some of the problems of breeding and 
training in Alberta while he paid his first 
visit last week to Thoroughbred farms in 
the vicinity of Lexington. He especially 
was interested in methods of testing stal- 
lions and mares for fertility. “Our breed-

ing season is so short that we can not af- 
ford to take chances with shy-breeding 
stallions, and mares difficult to get in foal,” 
he said. “As a result of weather condi- 
tions. it is not good for us to have a foal 
arrive earlier than the first week in April. 
We don’t want them arriving in mid-sum- 
mer. either. So our breeding season is 
short and we haven't much time to send a 
mare back to the stallion the same year.”

ing mare and the new foal. All his help 
had gone into town for a hockey game.

the future will not be open to horses 
trained south of the Canadian border, Mr. 
Maynard says that Alberta horsemen still 
will be at a disadvantage in this May 
event even against horses trained in On- 
tario or in British Columbia. 

Although he has been racing horses a 
longer period, it was only three years ago 
that Mr. Maynard decided to get his rac- 
ing stable from his own breeding. “The 
biggest thrill P’'ve had was this year.” he 
said. “when I won a stakes race for the 
first time with a horse of my own breed- 
ing.” This horse is the 2-year-old Silent 
Honor, which won its first start this year 
and in its second start won the Calgary 
Juvenile Stakes. Silent Honor is by Gold- 
stream (which stands near Edmonton) and 
is out of Mr. Maynard’s mare, Silent Sea. 

He has six horses racing at Winnipeg 
and on the farm are four broodmares and 
the stallion Gala Hour, which he purchas- 
ed last winter from R. J. Speers, of Win- 
nipeg. Gala Hour is by *Sir Gallahad 3rd 
and out of One Hour by *Snob 2nd, and 
is a full brother to Hoop, Jr.

A horse described by the Turf columnist Joe Palm- 
er as “perpetually on the verge” of winning a 
stakes, Tea-Maker set a rapid early pace in the Bay 
Shore Handicap this year. He went six of the 
seven furlongs in 1:10, two-fifths of a second faster 
than the track record. 

At 7, he was the oldest starter in the Vosburgh 
Handicap. The race was written for horses of all 
ages, but no 2-year-olds ventured to the post. Tea- 
Maker received six pounds actual weight from the 
5-year-old Piet, and carried 118 pounds, level with 
Royal Governor and Delegate. By the scale, he 
received three pounds from Sheilas Reward, and 
one from Ferd. 

Tea-Maker did not take the lead at the start 
but raced near the front for nearly three furlongs 
before moving out. As the horses approached the 
stretch turn, he drew away to win by 1% lengths. 
The Clark gelding is the first 1950 stakes winner 
for his sire Only One, but he is the second for his 
dam Tea Leaves. Sweet Dream, by Lovely Night 
Tea Leaves, won the the Correction Handicap at 
Jamaica this spring.

Mr. Vaughan pur- 
chased Oak Glen Farm in 1926, and at the time 
of his death in 1946, he had assembled one of the 
finest stables of racing and breeding stock in New 
Jersey. Mr. Vaughan grew up with horses, and his 
racing colors were registered with The Jockey 
Club as early as 1890. He became the senior 
member of his late father’s New York brokerage 
firm in 1920, and shortly thereafter he began as- 
sembling a Thoroughbred stud. The senior stal- 
lion at the farm for many years was Catalan, by 
Fair Play—*Catalpa, by Tracery.

In 1940, Mr. Vaughan bought the stallion Ned-
